Second Washington Conforence.

“Barter is, of course, the primi- 
tive form of exchunge. By and by 
it is found convenient to use coins, 
not, of course, us counters, but as 
metal having so much value in com- 
moditics. Still later paper comes in. 
Paper is doubtless a symbol or 
counter, but it is a counter, the 
value’ of which depends. upon its 
being an obligation on the part of 
those who issue it to hand over in 
exchange for {ts return 80 much 
gold or other precious metal. 

“Now I shall figure a still com- 
paratively primitive society in which 
there is but one bank. This bank 
Jusues paper notes, each note being 
an obligation of the bank to pay s0| 
much gold. But the despot who 
rules -the land, for reasons of his 
own, probably very wicked ones, for 
he may have appropriated all the 
gold himself, releases the bank from 
any obligation to redeem its notes 
in gold. : 

“It seems obvious that in these 
circumstances: ‘the notes would be 
waste paper. It is just as if the 
bank were, broke. Apart from the 
obligation of the bank to redeem inj 
gold the notes represent nothing at 
all, It would be useless for the 
despot to decree that. the notes 
though unredcemable must be ac- 
cepted us payment. That has al- 
ways failed. People will not part 
with their goods for this paper, but 
will revert to barter.

The 
creditor ¢nnnot say—'This is less 
valuable than It used to be.’ A is 
the creditor, B the debtor. B has 
goods. C has pound notes. To ob- 
tain these notes so as to pay his 
debts to A, B sells his goods to C 
for 80 many notes. Therefore the 
pound note still has value In goods 
or at a purchasing power. 

“This theory depends for its suc- 
cessft) application, on the condition 
that the isguc of the notes by the 
Treasury or the Bank fs restricted. 
If notes become more and more 
plentiful, 8 will demand more and 
more for his goods. In thia way the 
value of the pound may be said ina 
sense to depend upon the credit of 
the Bank or the Treasury In so far 
ns it depends upon non inflation. 

A Supposed Understanding. 

“So far the matter may perhaps 
be plain. But the doubt which sug- 
gests itscly to one’s mind is whe- 
ther such p solution*cim be of in- 
definite duration. This doubt sug- 
gests the further doubt whether the 
theory I have advanced is not in- 
adequate, and whether the value of 
the paper pound, unaffected in 
Britain, affected, but still substan- 
tial in foreign exchanges, does .not 
depend upon a supposed understand- 
ing that the suspension of the gold 
basis is temporary, and that the 
credit of the country is pledged to 
its ultimate restoration. 

“It may be that both the explana- 
tiéns have a mensure of truth, and 
that the paper sterling still retains 
substantial value, .because in Bri- 
thin in payment of interest and 
debts it ig legal tender, and because 
of faith jn eventual return to the 
gold standard. . ; 

“These causes-might account for 
sterling’s retention of value; the 
causes Which will lead to its re- 
cuperation are obscure, and seem to 
depend upon the flow of gold in re- 
lation to the balance of trade. But 
for past experience it might be 
thought that as the gold basis be- 
came moye and more remote and 
debts contracted on that basis were 
paid off the paper pound would tend 
to sug More and more.

“It was the flight of gold in anti- 
cipalion of the departure from tho 
yuld standard that precipitated the 
crisis, A Parisian who in August 
last. exchanged in London £10,000 in 
sterling for £10,000. in gold could 
now with this gold buy back somo 
£16,000 in sterling. Similarly the 
Bank of England, if it now wanted 
that gold ‘back, would have to pay 
£15,000 in sterling (i.c., its own 
notes) ‘for it. Let it lock this gold 
away in {ts coffers, and when the 
gold standard {a restored the Bank 
will be compelled to part with It 
for £10,000 in its own notes. 
Meantime, therefore, the Bank must 
wait. before it can repichish its store 
of bullion.

(“Tara: A Pagan Seccibacg “et 
Ancient Ireland” . by Prof. 
“RR. A. 8. Macalister, Litt.D., 
LL.D. F.S.A.! Charles ' Scrib- 
ner’s Sons, London: 10/6 net.) 

Britain and Ireland are both 
fortunate in the possession of re- 
mains handed down from antiquity 
of a soat shrouded in all the mys- 
tery and glamour of the dateloss 
past. As.the visitor walks ovor 
Salisbury Plain his eye rests on 
those Ifchen-clothed, but speoch- 
less, monoliths of Stonchenge 
which fill him with questioning 
awe and wonder. 

And in the midlands of Ireland 
near the river Boyne there is a 
more or less level stretch of coun- 
try with o low hill which hardly 
attracts the notice of the. passing 
stranger till he hears perhaps, ‘in 
the soughing. of the wind, the 
exiguae voccs of tho spirits of bye- 
gone days. This is the Hill of 
Tara; and hero in ages gone the 
Kings of anciont Iroland feasted, 
revelled, held tholr courts, and 
were buried. And hero in carller 
ages still the pre-Coltic settlers 
had their war-edances and their 
animal sacrifices: nay even most 
probably Erin's first inhabitant, 
neolithic man, here held his cor- 
roboree and had his human sacri- 
fices. 

Tara is now little buf a memory 
—tho deathless aanetuary of the 
splrits of the past. 

Christianity killed jt though it 
hoped to absorb it; as, Indeed, per- 
haps it did. 

For the Jrish Roman Catholic, 
almost half a pagan, ati] sees in 
its ‘melancholy ruins hia spiritual 
ancestry, 

The fatal doom of this great 
centre of paganism {8 so graphl- 
cally described by Prof. Macalister 
that we must quote It in full:— 


“It In the evening of the 26th 
of March, A.D. S33, the day 
where in so nuiny lauds the re- 
birth of the year's vegetation fs 
being celebrated with feastiny 
and song. The King of Tara Is 
sharing in tho world-wide re- 
joicings: who should do it more 
than’ he, a8 one.in. whom the 
Spirit of Vegetation takes up his 
abode?

All fires must be extin- 
guished, and rekindled from the 
sacred flame that. burns per- 
petually. 

“Suddenly, from a hillock be- 
tween nine and ten miles away 
to the N.N.E. a flame is seen, 
Ughting up the horizon. The 
King is enraged: who is this 
that dares to violate the prohibi- 
tion? ; 

“Thaf fire if it be not quench- 
ed forthwith, shall never be 
quenched!” say the Druids. It 
necded no supernatural inslght 
to tell them what ft was. . 

News .travely fast; Christian- 
ity had already made a revolu- 
tion in the neighbouring lands,

WITH 32 CONVICTIONS. 


AN ALL-ROUND - PRISONER

Ho sat on the doorstep of his 
house in. Pokfulam, ahtvering with 
cold, for it was in November and 
the wind was blowing from the 
north. He waa only eleven years 
old, but his Uttle ferret eyes made 
him look much older. 

Crying intermittently, little Chan 
Wing ‘soon attracted a Inrge crowd 
of his fellow playmates around him. 
He received no sympathy from any- 
one around him, Suddenly he ot 
up, and walked off, but he little 
knew at the time that hin course 
in Mfe would for ever be downhill. 

It was on that fateful November 
night, 26 years ago, that Chan Wing 
launched out’ on his career of crime, 
He had just been kicked out of the 
only home he had ever knew, and

The next morning little Chan was 
brought before n magistrate and re- 
ceived his sentence of three weeks. 
Making his debut at. the Victoria 
Jail, Chan was much impressed with 
all what he saw. Prison life, he 
thought, vas not so hard after all. 
Everything was better than what he 
had been accostomed to, and after 
a day or two, he was taken into the 
fraternity of cut-throats and thugd. 
He learned much from their con- 
versation, and what he heard and 
learned, he stored them in his 
memory. 


Chan, was a psychologist, and he | 


discovered that he could really make 
a home ‘out of jail by being on the 
tight side of law and order in the 
prison. ‘He knew how to flatter the 
warders, and when his sentence was 
served, both he and the warders 
were Joath to nart company. 

A free boy he became, but with- 
out a cent in his pocket, and not 
wishing ‘to go hungry, Chan ‘waited 
vutside the prison gate for his 
warder: friends to come off duty. 
And when they did come out, he 
oly managed to beg a few conte 
from them, With this capital in 
hig pocket, Chan took to the open

From that day onwards, Chan 
found that there waa much truth in 
the saying. that ‘the way of the 
trangressor is a hard one.

{or a eentury, Chan had been in and 
oul of the prison no fewer than 31 
limes. Ont of 26 years .he had 
| pent I8 years in jail, ond many 

amusing stories are told about him = . 
by wwardera and Chinese detectives. 
There is not s single nook’ and 
corner -of the Victoria dull with 
which he fa unsequalnted, and ‘there 
fs not a single work in prison where 
he could not lend a hand. 

Chan Wing is known ag the “Rat 
of the Victorin Jail” and she ts 
mightly proud’ of this name, From 
what a wardor told me, this “rat” 
knows the prison rules and regula- 
tions more than many employees of 
the jail, and “he has often been con- 
aulted by new Indian wardera : and 
guards who happened to be on duty 
in the section where Chan was em- 
ployed. , 

A European warder told me the 
other day that Chan Wing is looked 
iipon by his fellow prisoners as the 
legal adviser of the jail, Whenaver 
x prisoner finds himgelf in trouble 
he would do his beat to get near 
Chan, and then a hurried whispored 
conversation would take place. Chan 
would {each him a dodge or two, . 
and in return for his advice, the 
other prisoner would causo to have 
a ‘portion of his food tranaferred to 
Chan. + . 

This adopted Inby of the jul, 
who iy now 82 years of age, knows 
practically the whole family history 
of each of the officers of the jail. 
He knowa thelr numbers and exact- 
ly what cnch of them gets a month. 
He has its own sources of informa- 
tlun, too, and is always the first one 
to know when and at what time 
Justices of the Pence would be pay- 
ing thelr periodical, visit to the pri- 
gon. Very often the Indian warders 
received thelr Information from 
this prisoner, and then. become alert 
and give themaclves the “right” 
dress” touch. : 

One peculiar thing about Chan 
Wing is that he noever-commits any 
serious crime. .A Chinese detective 
who has been on the Force for a 
number, of years told me that Chan 
would always fight shy of any big 
job, and so far as is known has - 
never entered into partnership with 
any other members of the under- 
world. He plays a lone hand, and 
ia always satisfied with small pick-- 
ings. There is <no rough , method 
about him, and he hag never known 
, to carry any dangerous weapons. 

His only fault is that. he does 
not muke himself scarce after com- 
mitting a erime. He would brazen- 
ly walk before the beak and beacon 
of the Luw, and on several occasion 
when he was asked directly whether 
he knew anything about o certain 
crime, he just blurted out that: he 
was the criminal, He has never 
given any trouble to thu police; in 
fact he delights In returning to his 
cell. : 

“Palkingg about cella, Chan is very 
particular as to whieh sulte he oc- 
cuples once he is inside. Should he 
find himself in the ward — where 
neverul short term men are, he will. 
use all his strategies to ‘xet Ingo the 
hospital for a day or two. Qnee 
he is in the hospital, his cell will 
he given away to others, and on his 
discharge, he will invelzle an officer 
to place him in a ward where the 
old. ‘lays’ are. 

Chan Wing is now back at his 
home, where he will still for three 
years, ‘rom the latest. report to 
hand, he ia as happy asa child with 
n new, plaything, although he is still 
in the light diat course period,

Work In Egypt. 

But Couk's have done a great deal 
more for Egypt than open it up 
fur tourist traffic. They played an 
important part in the expedition to 
Khartoum for the relief of General 
Gordon in 1884, and for the firet 
time in British history, a warlike 
expedition was entrusted to private 
hands. How thoroughly the work 
waa done fs testified by Lord 
Wollealey, who wrote to Mr. Qook: 
“No one else could have helped us 
a4 much ns you did and belfeve me, 
we all fully appreciate not only the 
eificient service you rendered to 


Britnin upon that occasion, but the 
unvarying kindness we all met with 


and your agents.” 
Another Feat. 

Another noteworthy feat perform- 
ed by Cooks was when, by -request 
of Lord Dufferin, who was Governor- 
General of Indin at tho time, they 
took over the transportation of the 
Mohammedan pilgrims from British 
tndia to Mecca and Medina in 
1886, In alluding to tho achieve- 
ment Sir John Gorat referred to it 
as “practical and useful strongthen- 
ing of our power In the East.” 

Mr. Thomas ‘Cook and a party 
of nine mombers made their first 
tour round the world in 1872, and 
so elaborate have been the arrange- 
ments since that firat trip, that the 
round-the-world trip) had become 
quite commonplace. 

Tour From Hong Kong. 

A round-the-world tour, undor 
personal escort, left Hong Kong, on 
Thursday, June 4, 1908, by the 
C.P.R. 8.8. Empress of China and 
returned on Novembor 18, tho cost 
of membership belng £400. ” 

The recent history of the firm, 
is so well known that it need not 
be related.

A heavy lorry has been produced 
for Army service which nvoids the 
perils of air-bombing by its capacity 
te go acroas open country. 

In face of the air menace the best 
chinee of escape lies in the power 
to get off the road. Therein lies the 
special military advantage of the 


new. cross-country lorry recently 


produced by Vickers-Armstrong. It 
meets, and may help to forestall, the 
danger of an army being paralysed 


by a sudden air attack on its 


transport. 

This cross-countiy lorry, moving 
on double-half-tracks, has an obyious 
field of utility for ordinary civil

One well-aimed bomb, one wrecked 


vehiele, and the whole transport 


column is blocked.

vehicles these could turn off the 
road, ¢limb over ditch or bank, crash 
through the bordering hedxe, and 
pursue their way across the fields.

One of the most notable features - 
of the recent Olympia Motor Show 
in London was the decline in the 
number of car exhibitors compared 
with n few yenra ago. 

1 am told that the uctual number 
of different makes exhibited was 61 
as against 78 a year ayo, 91 in 1929, 
and 100 in 1928. 

Thoac of us who, - remember the 
exhibitians which were held in the 


years following the war 1920-1924 


how crowded together 
were the car stands, In 1922, I 
think, when exhibits overflowed 
from Olympia into the White City 
building, there were about 160 
different makes on view. To-day 
how many of the firms then repre- 
sented are in existence? Not more 
than 70 I should suy. 

At the Scottish Show, which opens 
in Kelvin Hall on November 13, I 
axpect to find that the same ten- 
deney will be in’ evidence. Agents 
are proving more conservative in the 
cars they handle, and ther¢ is not 
the readiness to give stand-space to 
vompuratively unknown and untried 
makes, especially those of foreign 
origin.

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Keted in this country is steadily 
growing smiulter, and there are some 
people in the motor trade who con- 
tend that in five years not a single 
are which’ is not made in this coun- 
try will be displayed at the Olympia 
Show.

But, on 
the assumption that the show is held 
ag usual in that yenr, I think it is 
anfe to sny that the number of for- 
cigners on view will be considerably 
less than it is to-day. - 
How Imports Have Fallen. 

That British manufacturers are 
securing a larger share of the home 
market is not disputed, and every- 
thing goes to show that that share 
will increase. 

So far thia year only 1,711 cars 
nnd 855 chassis have been imported. 
For the coresponding period of 1930 
the figures were 5,036 cars and 2,727 
chassis. Even in the event of trade 
reviving to a considerable extent, I 
cannot see the imported car again 
claiming the big share of the mar- 
ket which it held a year or two ago. 

For one thing our taxation system 
has hit the trade in big cars very 
heavily, and at the moment sheré 
appears no Ukelihcod of ‘taxation 
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being reduced. Of course, it affects 
British as well as foreign eats of 
high horse power rating, but it has 
got to Le remembered thit very few. 
if ony, of the cars which are import- 
ed into Britain are of less than !0 
F.p. 

If foreign manufacturers were to 
turn their attention. to baby cars 
then they might in spite of the pro- 
tective duties be able to attack the 
British home market, but there is 
ag yet no evidence that they are yn 
ing to do that, The fret that in 
America, the e¢hicf car exporting 
country in the world, the baby car 
has not made good indicates that 
Britain is not likely to be invaded 
from that direction. 

T have heard it said that the suc- 
cess of the. British small car in the 
markets of the world is likely to en- 
courage competitors to cater for 
buyers who prefer this. type on the 
seore of economy, but it cannot be 
too much emphasised that American 
manufacturers are not inclined to 
make two distinct types, one for the 
home market and one for export. 
That would cost too much, writes 
a Motoring Correspondent in the 
Sports Dispatch. :

In Devon, petrol pump regulations 
for the rural areas have already 
been adopted. - Conferences are now, 
being held with a view to similar 
uction in uxbun districts. It is ex- 
plnined to the local authorities that 
the county has power to define any 
area ay a beauty spot where no 
filling station may be erected, or to 
compel the removal from it of exist- 
ing stations, and the local author- 
ities are being asked to formulate 
proposals for limitation, prohibition, 
or removal as they think fit. 

“Petrol stations are springing up 
like mushrooms all over Devon, and 
there is no necessity. for half of 
them," was a statement made at the 
first of these conferences, at 
Honiton. 

In both Devon and Wiltshire it is 
agreed that the motor trade organ- 
featlona are loyally co-operating in 
the task of preserving na®ural, 
amenities from the unwanted petrol 
pump.

In the first place, the Association 
declarcs, China should withdraw 
from the League’ of Nations, The 
League {s nothing but an inter-, 
national organ of the Imperlalists 
for the division of weaker coun- 
tries, It coins such phrases as 
“anti-war movement” and ‘equal’ 
opportunity” -morely to maintain the 
balance of power among themselves. | 

With the precipitation of the 
Manchurian situation, China has be-| 
come a pawn in the gamo of the 
Powers, for, while ‘they oppose 
Japan's actions in Manchuria, they 
are unable to interfere owing to 
secret understandings and agree- 
ments; thereby forcing. the League, 
to throw its own resolutions into, 
the \waste-basket. Under such cir- 
cumstances, the only alternative for 
China is to reaign from the League. 

Secondly, while the severance of 
economtc relations with Japan is a 
very effective measure, thera shouhi 
be concerted action between | the 
Government and the people to secure 
greater effectiveness. Diplomatic 
relations should, therefore, be 
severed. In that case, both coun- 
tries will recall thelr own nationals 
and there will be no further excuse 
for the landing of Japaneso marines 
in consequence of brawls and dis- 
turbances between Japancee and 
Chinese. 

Thirdly, the people should parti- 
cipate in foroign affairs. The rea- 
son why the Government has not 
found any way of solving tho Sino- 


Japanese issue is due to tho leaders 
not assuming responsibility, because 
they stand in fear of criticiam of 
their actions by the people, The 
only recourse, therefore, is to admit 
tho public to their, deliberations for 
the determination of a foreign 
policy; so that, with the support of 
tho people, tho Government may 
act courageously. 

Lastly, Japan’s aggression fa not 
directed against any clique or party 
in China nor against any one group, 


but agatnst the nation as a whole.|

work for ono end, that is, to resist 
Japancac aggression.—Kuo Min.
